Founded in 1843 at Lennoxvil- 
le, Bishop's, which stresses its he- 
ritage as a small liberal arts and 
science university specializing in 
undergraduate instruction, will 
increase its student enrollment to 
at least 450 from 300 to help meet 
the demand for university cduca- 
tion. 

New Buildings 

A new women's residence will 
be built at a cost of $775,000, and 
a $165,000 addition will be made 
to the men's residence. Expansion 
plans call for a new library and 
academic building ($550,000) 
which will provide additional 
classrooms, seminar rooms and fa- 
culty offices. New faculty houses 



($140,000) and a $200,000 stu- 
dents' centre will be built. 

Existing buildings will.be con- 
verted into additional classrooms 
and faculty offices at an estimated 
cost of $90,000, and the university 
will also construct a $110,000 rink 
and dressing rooms costing 
$55,000. 

1,000,000 will be put into 
general funds, the income from 
which will be used to augment 
present faculty salaries and for 
additional staff. 

Percy M. Fox of Montreal, 
general chairman of the cam- 
paign, said that Bishop's 1,450 
alumni and 300 students are par- 
ticipating in the appeal with 
alumni chairmen spearheading 
canvassing of former ( students in 
cities from Victoria to Halifax 

"The bulk of support, however, 
must come from ; business firms 
whose executives are increasingly 
aware of the importance "of the 
well-rounded liberal arts gradua 
te," Mr. Fox stressed. "For this 
reason corporations, both large 
and small, are asked to give 
thoughtful and generous considc 
ration to their gift to Bishop's."

On Sputnik And Religion

Space dogs and Freudian theories 
came under discussion when the Daily 
interviewed Dr. Stanley Cobb, world 
famous neuro-biologist, during his re- 
tent visit to McGill. 

Questions ranged from the possibili- 
ty of man's brain surviving the tre- 
mendous strains of space travel to the 
effects of modern neurological pro- 
gress upon the centuries-old philo- 
sophies of religion. In his provocative 
answers the eminent doctor drew wi- 
dely from the fields of science; reli- 
gion, and government, and at the sa- 
me time threw in a good deal of 
shrewd common sense as an additional 
benefit in the solving of these pro- 
blems. 

Dr. Cobb, now retired, filled many, 
important and honoured positions 
during his active and successful medi 
cal career, including that of Psychia 
trist-in-Chicf of the Massachusetts Ge 
neral Hospital and the Presidency of 
the American Neurological Associa- 
tion 

COMMENTS ON SPACEDOG 

With the satellites Sputnik and 
Muttnik, and their implied dangers, 
whirling over our heads, Dr. Cobb 
was first queried on his reactions ari 
sing from the probable death of Ku 
dryavka, the Russians' spacedog. 

"The strain of the constant revolv

Cobb cited the fact that even pilots of 
jet aircraft have found that a limit is 
reached when the speed of the aero- 
plane is so great that the speed of 
nerve impulse from the eye to the 
brain and down to the hand is too 
slow to control certain situations. For

Dr. Cobb chose first of all to affirm 
the basic assumption that man's body 
and soul are not separate, distinct 
units. 

"This is perhaps best explained by 
means of a theory advanced by two 
scientists named Herrick and Scott who 
postulated that the only tenable phi 
losophic point-of-view is Monism. The 
body is definitely a single unit which 
cannot be divided up. You cannot find 
the dividing line between mind and 
body." (On the other hand Dr. Cobb 
said he would not object to the use of 
the word 'Soul' by philosophers.) 

The doctor decried the similar prac- 
tice of division in "looking upon the 
brain as either a physical telephone 
exchange or as a centre of mental ac- 
tivity. The brain can be classified en- 
tirely as neither of these, it is an or- 
ganization of useful reactions to reach 
a goal." 

COMMENTS ON FREUD 
While on this particular point, the 
Doctor was asked a secondary ques- 
tion; did he agree with Freud's princi- 
ple that all human reactions can be ex- 
plained by previous, actions or im- 
pressions? 

Dr. Cobb nodded agreement, but 
added that Freud worked in a very 
small corner in the field of human 
behaviour and made a great contribu- 
tion to the question of human motiva- 
tion. But his extent of research was 
still small, as compared to the whole 
problem. 

Did he,-Dr. Cobb, believe that the 
brain was a purely mechanical instru- 
ment? 

'Yes, insofar as its functioning is 
concerned. Each of its parts is mecha- 
nical, but nevertheless keep in mind 
that any mechanism is more than the 
sum of its parts." ^ 
. The question was then asked whe- 
ther or not religion could still have 
a place in modern philosophy consi-

Professor Speaks 
On Rats, Students

"Despite the common-sense idea 
that humans are basically lazy . . . man 
spends a great deal of time creating 
problems for himself to solve", said 
Professor Donald O. Hcbb, Chairman 
of McGill's Department of Psycholo- 
gy, as he addressed the McGill Psy- 
chology Club last Wednesday. 

Speaking, on the topic "Rats, Dogs, 
Chimps and College Students", Dr. 
Hebb described psychology's basic te- 
nets as "a basic biological discipline 
with a fascinating set of puzzles to 
solve" and "the application of scien- 
tific knowledge to problems of so- 
ciety". He suggested that if a psycho- 
logist Prime Minister were put into 
office, perhaps things might be run 
better, since problems of human so- 
cial bihaviour are definitely involved. 

Elaborating on the theory that con- 
cepts of laziness in humans may be 
wrong, Dr. Hcbb referred to experi- 
ments conducted, with animals and 
humans, in which it was found that 
there was an ascending tendency in 
higher mammals especially to create 
problems for solution just for the 
"love" of the work, as in golf, bridge 
clubs and others requiring physical 
and mental effort. This was found to 
be quite true in the case of school 
children, who feared any attempt to 
restrict their voluntary work activities. 

It was further revealed that rats 
could be run in a maze with the 
reward" (food) within easy reach, 
yet the animals would choose to take 
the most difficult paths before reach- 
ing the food. 

"Man is capable of being rational, 



intellectual and logical except where 
problems of races, creeds and politics 
are involved", Dr. Hebb said. 
COMMUNIST "BRAINWASHING" 
Recently,' the Defence Research 
Board asked Dr. Hebb to. find out 
how the Communists could possibly 
"brainwash" a prisoner. Experiments 
conducted with McGill students re- 
vealed that isolation in a monotonous 
environment for a period of from one 
to four days could produce bizarre 
results, such 'as lowered IQ, lower 
sensory responses and peculiar hallu- 
cinations. Said Dr. Hebb : "Even the 
experimenter could be put off a bit 
hist watching the subject do nothing 

Professor Hebb was born in dies- 
ter, Nova Scotia, in 1904. Before his 
appointment to his present chairman- 
ship, he experienced a long and va- 
ried career, having served as a school 
teacher, principal, university researcher 
in biology and psychology and writer 
of textbooks and papers on these sub- 
jects. He was elected President of the 
McGill chapter of Sigma Xi in 1956. 

In his closing remarks, Dr. Hcbb re- 
commended that more students should 
become interested in the basic re- 
search of physiological psychology, as 
an important link in the understanding 
of humanity. 

"It is possible", he said, "that we 
know less about human behaviour to- 
day than in 1920. There is no lack of 
evidence to show that we have a long 
way to go. Basic research can produce 
results inexplicable today, but possi- 
bly very useful in the future".

Alice Turnham

As you go up on the front steps of the Redpath Museum and into the 
main hall, on your left you will sec a large door. Beyond that door is the 
office of the Director of McGill Museums, Mrs. Alice Turnham. 

Mrs. Turnham is a tall energetic woman with, I imagine, a great deal 
of stamina. She is in charge of the three McGill museums, of planning and 
organizing all. the museum exhibits, and this summer she was the hostess for 
the North East Conference of the American Association of Museums. 

THE OFFICE 

Her office is what one would expect a museum office to look like — 
several long tables with papers, folders and boxes lying' on them, and 
collections of boxes piled in various corners of the room. I remarked that 
the room looked higher than it was broad. That led us into a discussion 
of space, one of the most important problems facing the McGill museums. 
iT*' "Did you know," said Mrs. Turnham, "that over one-third of our 
specimens arc in storage ? ' We simply don't have the room to exhibit 
them."

"The Museum In Action" 

S "Is it the hope of the Museum Department to get a hew building ?" I 
asked. 

"I wouldn't like to part with the Redpath. It's a museum piece in 
itself."' Mrs. Turnham went on to explain, however, that it would be 
wonderful to have a new building with "clastic space" for exhibiting, for 
storage and for studying. "As it is now, if a student wants to study any of 
our collections, he has to balance precariously on a ladder or get down on 
bands and knees." 

I could see the headlines in the Daily — "Student Found Convulsed in 
Museum." Then I asked where the famous shrunken heads could be found. 

".Those," said Mrs. Turnham, "arc down by" the ladies' room. In that 
location, we hope, people will notice them and be encouraged to visit the 
rest of our exhibits." 

THE PUBLIC 

"Do you get more students or general public visiting the museums?" 

"Oh, general public by far!" said Mrs. -Turnham. 

"Docs the public help at all in supporting the museums ?" 

This question led to another problem of the museums: The museums 
are entirely supported by the University. They are as much campus build- 
ings as is the Arts Building, yet very few students will use them. Now 
'why is this ? 

EVEN ENGINEERS 

"Most people seem to think thé museum is just a storage place for 
Tiusty stuffed animals and chipped arrowheads," said Mrs. Turnham. "But

On Tuesday and Wednesday 
nights, Vienna-born conductor Josef 
Krips led the Montreal Symphony 
Orchestra in the Montreal premiere 
of Gustav Mahler's First Symphony, 
"Die Titan". Also included in the 
programme were the "Enigma" Va- 
riations of Elgar and Rossini's 
famous William Tell Overture. 

The main feature of the concert 
was the Mahler Symphony, a de- 
manding piece for any orchestra, 
requiring added strings and much 
concentration. It was first rendered 
as a symphonic poem in two parts : 
Youthful Memories and Human 
Comedy, but later Mahler changed 
the name to the "Titan" Symphony. 
This symphony is somewhat similar 
to works of Bruckner and Wagner 
whom Mahler admired and tried to 
emulate. It was written between 
1884 and 1888, probably in Vienna, 
and expresses the typical German 
feeling. Josef Krips, being Viennese, 
is extremely well suited to direct 
this symphony and conducted with 
all the precision and understanding 
required. 

The first two movements of the 
'Titan" expressed a theme of eternal 
Spring; or flowers, youth and joy. 
It should be noted that the seem- 
ingly dissonant clashes of percussion 
were intended by the composer. 

The came a rhythmical and ma- 
jestic funeral march. At the begin- 
ning of the march, a viola solo car- 
ried the lamenting melody, while 
later, parts of the march were gay 
and inspiring, as though the com- 
poser were convinced' of the future 
happiness of the soul. Then the open- 
ing theme returned and a single low 
and pulsing drumbeat ended the 
march on a low and somber note. 

A clash of cymbals suddenly 
began the Finale. This movement 
was appropriately termed "Violently 
Agitated". Through the resounding 
vibrations could be heard interesting 
harmonic progressions and then the 
sharp military swing of the first 
movement ended the "Titan". 

Obviously the Elgar Variations 
played second fiddle to the Mahler 
but still should have been given a 
little more attention by the Orches- 
tra, "fhe music is supposed to fas- 
cinate by puzzling rather than by in- 
trinsic value. Viola and oboe solos 
succeeded in this purpose. The Va- 
riations represent the characters of 
fourteen of Elgar's friends. The

mood would usually be lighter when 
one of these friends was a lady ! 

Finally the Orchestra played the 
William* Tell Overture magnificent- 
ly. Again Mr. Krips was in his cle-

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, for example, our shell

see his relation to other fields. It is the aim of the museum to present its 
.collections and its knowledge in context so that the observer can see ihe 
^ interrelationship of all the various disciplines." 

"What training does museum work require ?" I asked. 
"It requires a specialized knowledge in one field and a generalized 
knowledge in a variety of other fields," answered Mrs. Turnham. "I gradu- 
ated from McGill in geology and zoology and spent a post-graduate year 
at Newark, New Jersey, studying muscology." 
"Muscology ?!' 

"The science of running a museum . . . " 

At this point the fivc-to-tcn bell rang. I went to the ladies' room... 
to look at shrunken heads.'

When the first Sputnik started to circle the earth, a 
wave of semi-hysteria gripped the United States. Fantastic 
opinions on how the menace could be combatted were heard 
everywhere. In the face of this, it was decided to have 
President Eisenhower present a series of talks to the 
American people in which he would present a positive 
program for eliminating the threat. The plan seems to have 
a good chance of working. ~ 

The President seems to be the ideal type of man for 
such a mission. The people in the United States believe in 
his integrity, even if they may not all like the Republican 
Party. Moreover, due to his military experiences, they 
respect .his views on military matters. 

:):• The program that the President outlined in his most 
recent address is sensible and direct. There will be no 
sudden indiscriminate spending spree by the Defense De- 
partment. Nor will all conventional weapons be immediately 
discarded in favour of missiles. Instead, these conventional 
weapons, which would still be effective in any immediate 
war, will be more widely dispersed, and the general warning 
system throughout the States will be improved. 

' - Research, including research in the basic sciences, 
will get full economic support from the Government. In 
keeping with this policy of a new emphasis on scientific 
study, the educational system will be revamped in order to 
give more students the possibility of a better education.

There is an institution here that, although not 
unique to St. Andrews, is regarded as a tradition. That 
is the system of hecklings.

Last night at the new Students' Center at the Universi- 
ty of Montreal, there was a banquet in honor of the 40th 
anniversary of the U. of M.'s paper, "Le Quartier Latin." 
Staffers representing each year were on hand, and the 
speeches and conversations, though often misty-eyed and 
sentimental pointed up some significant differences between 
English and French-Canadian attitudes to journalists and 
their work. Our stereotype of the newspaperman is that 
-of a chain-smoking fast-talking firebrand newsman. The 
French-Canadian stereotype is of an Editor, writing what 
he believes and commenting frankly on what he observes. 

The difference shows up in the kind of newspapers 
produced by the two language groups. The English Press in 
Quebec is timid and overly cautious ; it is a business press, 
and it is run quietly and efficiently as businesses should. 
It has no brilliance or spirit, its head is perhaps too strong 
for its heart. 

; Not so the French-Canadian' press, or at least some of 
its papers. There is no English-language equivalent of 
"Le Devoir" which- for forty years has been supported by 
donations from its veiy faithful readership, and which has 
many times written things which no other paper in the 
Province would dare /write. And there is "Vrai", a fiery 
journal of opinion which has a perpetual paucity of funds 
but never of provocative ideas. These papers show no 
servile reverence to the powers that be in this province; 
they still have integrity as newspapers. - 

French-Canada is fortunate to have some courageous 
newspapers. English-speaking Quebec is not so fortunate. 
Undoubtedly "Le Quartier Latin" has had an important role 
to play in training French-Canada's journalists and imbuing 
them with necessary journalistic ideals of public service and 
leadership. Congratulations, our compatriots on the Moun- 
tain for your birthday, and for your fine journalism I 



noisemakers, gathered in the Younger Hall to avail 
themselves of the privilege of either trying to show 
the candidate of their choice in a good light, or con- 
versely, removing any false pretentions that a candidate 
they don't like might have. On the stage was a table for 
the president of the SRC, who acted as chairman, ana" 
for the secretary. Over to their right, in solitary 
splendor, was a chair for the candidate?. It is on this 
chair that each candidate must stand, and answer all 
questions put to him by the audience, until he is 

dKl BlLÎtL he a C c k tu e a1' heckling starts, the candidate is 
allowed to make a short speech outlining his qualifica- . 
lions, and reasons for seeking the post he is. Then 
comes the deluge of questions and. comments. The audi- 
ence might start with a few questions concerning what 
' the candidate mentioned in his speech; sort of a pre- 
. liminary exploration, as it were; and then branch out 
into the more controversial. topics, or into the personal, 
life of the candidate. The amount of tension undergone 
by each candidate is considerable, because he never 
. knows which way the questions might turn. By and 
.large, the questions are of a political nature; but every 
now and then, a candidate says something that seems 
. to antagonise the audience, and. so the questions become 
much more personal. 

Theoretically, this is a fine system to get to know 
the candidates and what they stand for. However, there 
is one great drawback. Since the student newspaper here 
is unable to publish pensketches and platforms' of the 
various candidates, the names on the ballots will mean 
practically nothing to those students who do not show 
up at the heckling. Until some way can be developed 
to inform those who were not there- as to what went 
on, heckling will only enlighten part of the student 
body. But the . general impression here is that those 
students who do not show up at' the heckling will not 
vote anyway, and so the election results mainly depend 
upon the showing of the candidates at the heckling. 

I recently came into contact with another form of 
heckling. Here the whole process has been developed 
into sort of an initiation. Every first year medical stu-" 
dent was given a summons to present himself at the 
anatomy lecture theatre to be heckled by the Bute 
Medical Society. No amount of prior questioning could 
give. more than a slight inkling as to what was going 
to happen. All that we could ascertain was that it was 
a rather unpleasant process that must be endured 
before membership into the society would be granted. * 

Because my turn didn't come until about half the 
class had been heckled, I had about an hour's wait out- 
side the lecture theatre, tormented by all sorts of mis- 
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givings. The rest of the class seemed to feel the same. ,< 
We were all propped up against the wall along the • 
corridor, and listening to the noise bursting out of the 
lecture theatre. Occasionally, loud shouts of : "Out 1 
Out !" could be heard, and a sheepishly smiling class- 
mate was hustled out and made to stand in isolation 
for a while before being called back in. AH we could 
gather was that he had done something to offend the 
upperclassmen inside. 

. As the noise inside mounted, and our members 
were depleted; the tension outside increased; Several 
students slumped to the floor, finding the waiting 
easier down there. Several of us managed to scrape up 
a conversation with the girl who was keeping watch 
over us; and matters weren't helped very much when 
she told us that she had volunteered for the job outside 
because she found what went on inside a wee bit too V 
gruesome for her. 

At long last, it was my turn. I stepped gingerly 
over the threshold, and immediately felt about eighty 
pairs of eyes bore into me, accompanied by the sound 
of ringing cowbells and banged pots. A table was 
pointed out to me, and I was told to stand on it and 
face the audience. I did as I was told, and waited for 
the onslaught. It wasn't long in coming. After several 
insulting comments had been made regarding my face 
and general appearance, someone happened to notice 
the McGill crest on my blazer, which was peeping out 
from beneath my gown; and asked what it was. When 
I told them, they began to question me about McGill, 
and why I came to St. Andrews. After a while of this, 
I was declared heckled and told that I was a member 
of the Bute Medical Society, and therefore entitled to 
watch the rest of the hecklings; so would I please get 
the hell out of the way and let the next person in. 

As the heckling proceeded, I began to realize how 
lucky I was that I was able to divert them by mention- 
ing McGill. There seemed to be a bit of sadism involved 
in it all. I was told later that the main purpose of the 
hecklings was to remove any feelings of cockiness or 
know-it-all that a new entrant to the university might 
have. The way they do this is by forcing each student 
to lose his dignity before a large audience. For example, 
female students were required to read aloud an obscene 
poem, or explain various anatomical or physiological 
terms. There was one upperclassman who thought that 
he was being very reassuring by' constantly hollering : 
"It's all right dearie, we're all broadminded here !" 
There was much more variety in the heckling of male 
students. They had to imitate animals, do a dance, 
demonstrate howjo néck (with a skeleton as a prop), 
or various other delightful little stunts along this line. 
Every timc-someonegot a bit too cocky and answered 
back, or in any other way antagonised the upperclass- 
men, he was sent out. of the room for a while; then 
brought back, made to apologise and given something 
more difficult to do. For example, one was handed an 
anatomy book, and told to sing a selected passage con-, 
cerning the female genital organs. He caused quite a 
furore when he protested that he didn't know the tune. 
He finally ended up singing it to the tune of "It's a 
Long Way to Tipperary". Someone else who was 
thrown out^ three times had to demonstrate how to 
sell contraceptives to a person who couldn't speak his 
language. 

There has been quite a bit of criticism from within 
the Bute Medical Society about the hecklings. Some 
of the members seem to feel that it is a deplorable 
thing that it -has become so obscene. However, most of 
this crjticism has come from the third year students. 
Everyone seems to wait for a year until after they can 
let loose their feelings on the incoming class before 
they begin to criticise.

re. The conservative Montreal Star 
printed Kruschev's speech on the 
fortieth anniversary of the Dolshe- 
vick revolution.

"Heads will roll" "Let's worship 
the great god science." For the last 
few weeks, this has been the theme 
of most of its political verbiage. 

A panel discussion was held with 
the same title as this "Compendium", 
in the Union Ballroom.

Yarofsky summed up the situation 
excellently — Russia has proved her-~ 
self technologically able. The under- 
developed countries whom we need 
might think they could advance fast- 
er under communism. 

Our diplomatic service will have 
to improve to the point where they 
can convince other countries that the 
greatness~pf the West is not in its 
refrigerators, but in the grand old 
Western tradition of liberty equality 
fraternity and rights of the indivi- 
dual. Little Rock, and the cold war 
effort which is total war and must 
work under a sort of dictatorship, 
makes this difficult. The US. and 
Russia are brothers under the covers 
in the technology race. 

The panel finished. But there was 
a feeling that the discussion was not 
carried to its logical conclusion. Fi- 
nally in the question period, one 
student stood up and asked the vital 
corollary to the threat of Russian 
domination question : will the West 
have to become totalitarian in order 
to meet" the challenge and not be 
subjected or merged in to another

It h doubtful if many people at McGill are really familiar with the 
Women's Union, its status and its activities. This column, then, will be a 
general birds-eye view of the Women's Union. 

In the February 2, 1926 copy of the McGill Daily the following editorial 
appeared : "The session 1923-26 has seen the complete amalgamation of all 
women students at McGill. In the past each faculty had its undergraduate 
society, while in addition R.V.C. had a number of other organizations of a 
social character ... On Oct. 30, 1926 the McGill Women's Student Society 
held its inaugural meeting at which women of all faculties met for the first 
time as members of a common society." 

This, then, was the beginning of what .was to become the Women's 
Union. The first records of a Women's Union Executive date from 1932, the 
first constitution dates from 1936. It is obvious that the Women's Union is 
a comparatively new organization. 

Originally, when the college and the classes for women students were 
completely separate from those for men, the Women's Union controlled all 
organizations for and concerning women. 

In the early constitution the clubs listed under the control of the. Wo 
men's Union included the Delta Sigma Debating and Literary Society, the 
Student Christian Association, the Société Française, the Music Club and the 
Athletic Association. As the Feb., 1926 editorial went on to say : "Women 
are now in a position to discuss any business pertaining to them as a whole 
and have the entire control of all matters that affect them exclusively. They 
have gone far since the days when every women's organization worked chiefly 
from its own viewpoint." 

As it stands now, the Women's Union has developed to an completely 
independent organization representing all women, and working for their be- 
nefit while they are here at McGill. The services offered include the second 
hand bookstore, blazer distribution, and various activities such as frcshette 
reception, year dinner and luncheons, city and R.V.C. sister dinners, a fashion 
show, etc. The Women's Union has also begun a scholarship this year. The 
scholarship fund has already been added to this year by the Royal Doulton 
China show which raised well over two hundred dollars. Plans arc now being 
made for the Women's Union Fair, which will be held early in December, 
the profits from which will also be added to the Scholarship Fund. Another 
side of the Women's Union Programme, to promote active charity work, was 
shown last week when a most successful Underprivileged Children's Day was 
sponsored. 

The 1926 editorial went on to discuss the possibility of uniting the Wo 
men's Union with the Students' Society, thus having only one governing 
body for the entire student body. It questioned the value of such a union to 
either party, and said that as the situation stood both bodies were in a po- 
sition to work together when it was necessary, but could study their own 
problems which they alone could understand and solve. "The women of 
McGill have laid the foundations of an organization as complete as that of 
the men, the future will probably show that it is effective. The women arc 
now in a position to co-operate wholeheartedly with the men when the occa- 
sion arises, while maintaining unimpaired their individuality and separate 
governments." 

Thirty years later the situation has not changed. The Women's Union 
has proved effective. The Women's Union is still completely independent of 
the Students' Society, the sole link' being the fact that the President of the 
Women's Union sits on the Students' Executive Council. 

It has been suggested of late that there is a need for closer liason bet- 
ween the Women's Union and the Students' Society. In view of the fact that 
the constitution was drawn up thirty years ago, that the enrollment of McGill 
has" increased many times, and that the nature of the Women's Union is pro- 
bably unique to this university, one wonders if it might not be a good idea 
if these two bodies did work in closer co-operation. Perhaps the next few 
years will find this very thing come about.

dering the mechanical and inseparable 
nature of the mind and body. 

"Each person must have a faith in 
something. The brain has evolved 
working towards a goal, there has 
certainly been some directiveness in its 
development. You cannot laugh off 
biological directiveness. Goal-dirccted 
behaviour must have an object. We 
should explore and experimentally 
find out about this directiveness, and 
after that we can discuss religion." 

When asked if most of his associa- 
tes in the neurological field could be 
described as religious men, Dr. Cobb 
preferred to make no comment. 

As the interview drew to a close, 
the doctor was queried about matters 
which pertained more to the universi- 
ty- 

For instance, in response to an en- 
quiry, Dr. Cobb commented that there 
was 'certainly a very great need for 
neurologists and psychiatrists. He al- 
so stated that McGill's Faculty of Me- 
dicine is world famous and that it 
can stand up very favourably to any 
in the world. 

On behalf of all aspiring doctors on 
the campus, the McGill Daily "Place- 
ment Service" requested Dr. Cobb to 
state what he believed to be essential 
qualifications for any entrant into the 
field of medicine. 

'An appreciation and reverence for 
scientific life," was the reply.
